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I'm still in shock, but I'm going to try to 
describe what happened to me today at Disneyland. 
To express it succinctly, I have been to the STAR 
WARS universe. 

I accompanied my cousin, her husband, and their 
two kids (ages 2 and 4) to the Magic Kingdom in 
Anaheim on what was basically the spur of the mom- 
ent. After the Jungle Cruise, the Haunted Mansion, 
Bear Country Jamboree, and assorted other rides, 
cousin and kidlets went on another ride while cou- 
Sin's husband and I went on Space Mountain and the 
Materhorn. (Cousin loathes roller coasters; so do 
I, except when they don't look like roller coast- 
ers.) 

"Captain Eo" is quite near the exit to Space 
Mountain. Cousin's husband returned to wife and 
rug rats while I checked out the movie. Holy Spe- 
cial FX! On the way back from this, I saw that the 
boarding was still up around what used to be the 
Monsanto "Trip Through Inner Space" or whatever it 
was called--the one where you go through a snow- 
Flake to the water molecule. This area is now some- 


‘thing called “Star Tours"--George Lucas' SW ride. 


People were going in. 1 glimpsed Threepio nattering 
away at Artoo and asked one of the guides what was 
going on in there. “Preview of the ride,” quoth 
he, by which I thought he meant that the waiting 
area had been finished and everyone could watlk 
through it, but that the main ride wasn't yet open 
for business. It's scheduled to open in early Jan- 
uary 1987. I stood in Tine, figuring that I'd soak 
up a little atmosphere and take a look at the stills 
or whatever they had to publicize how great the 
ride was going to be ("Be sure to be here in January 
for the gala opening of ‘Star Tours'!"), 

In the first “staging area" are Threepio and 
Artoo, scolding and wheeping as usual. But there's 
something else--a huge screen advertising the vari- 
ous tours one can book. You can schedule a trip to 
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"Scenic Tatogine", where you'll visit the galactic 
zoo (it seems to be Jabba's old palace, which of- 
fended me deeply, considering the use to which I put 
the place in my novels!) before having a drink at 
the Mos Eisley Cantina to rub shoulders- or snouts, 
or tentacles, or whatever--with various underworld 
scum and villainy. Then there's an ad for a ski 
vacation on Hoth, which also offers a fabulous tour 
of the ice caves where strange creatures hang out 
(or hang Jedi Knights out to dry, one of the 
two...). There are two Packages to Endor: the 
first is a general vacation at the Ewok Village, 
and the second is the “Endor Honeymoon" - -seven days 
and nights in a quaint and secluded hut. All these 
are illustrated with clips from the films--and in 
the case of Hoth, scenes of skiers heading off down 
rather precipitous mountain slopes (outtakes from 
the recreational activities of the EMPIRE film crew, 
no doubt). Aside from all this, there are elec- 


.tronic headline-writers streaming along beneath-- 


cautions to be sure your droids have proper owner- 
ship certification, departure and arrival schedules, 
and the pertinent information that droids will be 
available for porter service at the baggage claim 


_area once you have reached your destination. To 


top it all off, a couple of the announcements are 
printed across these screens in Greedo's language 
and some of the messages over the loudspeakers are 
in Ewokese. 

Local color? Damnbetcha! By the time I got 
into the second “staging area", I was looking around 
for the Falcon. 

The second area is the back room, with loading 
conveyors--there's a fix-it droid working on the 
defective little red unit the Jawas tried to sell 
to Owen Lars--this fix-it model is listening to a 
ghetto blaster. Other droids are around as well, 
and all sorts of strange things are being carried 
overhead, presumably to the loading bays (I caught 


myself looking for anything labelled with a familiar 
name...). A control droid sits in a booth yelling 
at the fix-it droid to get a move on: "Where are 
you today--in a galaxy far, far away?" This second 
area is the nuts and bolts of the universe--quite 
literally, because metal boxes of same are lying 
a11 over the floor. For all I know, of course, 
some of them were hydrospanners. I figured I'd get 
to see next the blurbs about how terrific the ride 
was going to be. Wrong. 

I WENT ON THE RIDE. 

There's a schematic of the ship--sort of a shut- 
tle thing, seating 40 people in 5 rows. You don't 
see the whole ship from the outside--but you're 
certain that's what you'll be getting into through 
the airlock doors in front of you. TV screens over- 
head give a brief lecture on how to sit down and 
fasten your seat belt: you'll need it. The filmed 
demonstration is populated with a Wookiee, many 
Ewoks, and some guy in a white desert suit (no, I 
didn't get a close enough look to know for sure. 
But as a friend pointed out, couldn't they afford 
him!). 

The doors open, you file in, sit down, and fas- 
ten the seat belt. In front of you is a movie 
screen, about the size of those in multi-cinemas. 
To the right front is a smaller TV screen. Threepio 
comes on, welcomes you aboard, and Says he's sure 
you'll enjoy your trip. "This is probably your 
first flight," this worthy announces. "Well, it's 
my first flight, too.” 

You're supposed to be going to Endor (whether 
or not on the Honeymoon, they do not say--although 
certain fantasies do come instantly to mind). The 
big screen comes to life--the viewport through the 
front of the ship. You're looking at the inside of 
the hangar bay. The ship starts up--and the cabin 
shakes. As you feel the thing accelerate, you have 
a hell of a time remembering that this is a box 
moved solely by hydraulics. There's no track, no 
"ride" in the sense of the Materhorn or Space 


Mountain. Pretty soon you stop trying to remember 
this at all--because the illusion has taken over 
completely. Your captain has missed his turn 
through the hangar and is heading toward a closed 
bay door. 


Through it and down--head first--then the retros 
fire and the ship is righted, just in time to slith- 
er through an open hatch into space. Stars--oh, the 
stars! 

Do you remember the first time you ever saw SW? 
Do you remember the stunning effect of the Falcon's 
leap into hyperspace? This is the Piece of film 
you get--only it becomes so much more than that, 
because there's that acceleration again. You are 
making the jump to lightspeed! 

Right into a field of comets. Remember the 
asteroid field? This is the same thing, only with 
huge blocks of gorgeously crystallized ice. Around, 
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over, between--and through, with the ship rocking 
and jolting as you're hit--and straight into one of 
the crystals, bursting through a thin sheet of ice 
on the other side of the hole-- 

Right into a starscape that includes three gar- 
gantuan Star Destroyers. These behemoths have 
spotted you--someone comes on the TV screen to the 
right and tells you to get the hell out of here, 
there's a battle going on. Your captain yelps that 
you're caught in a tractor beam--and the trip is 


indeed suddenly and frighteningly smooth as you're 


drawn inexorably up into a terrifying open maw of a 
hangar bay. (Up until this point--and again soon 
after~-you have needed that seat belt!) 

But the Rebels are there and all at once you're 
free--though admittedly in the middle of the pro- 
mised battle. X-wings, TIE fighters, explosions, 
your craft caroming around like cork in a bottle—- 
until you swing around and head Straight for the 
Oeath Star. 

I must admit that by this time, I was babbling, 
and what came out of my mouth was, "Goddamit, Sky- 
walker--I thought you blew this thing up!" Nobody 


‘heard me--at least, nobody commented at the time. I 


was probably just echoing everybody else's thoughts 
out loud... 

Remember the trench sequence? You get this 
one, too--complete with bouncing off the walls, up 
and down to avoid fire, and through an explosion 
directly ahead of you. 

Another lightspeed jump; incredible. At this 
point I was semi-comatose. I'm sure there was more 
to the trip, but the next thing I remember is coming 
in for a landing in an orbitting spaceport. Quite 
frankly, I didn't care what it was orbitting. 

The doors opened, and we were all supposed to 
unfasten our seat belts and get out. Piece of cake 
--except that fingers and hands were not functional, 
mainly because brains were not functional. My sto 
mach, however, was. Emphatically. I do not get 
motion sickness. I got motion sickness. 

Everybody else was having similar difficulties. 
Not for nothing do they have a cautionary sign be 
fore boarding, to the effect that pregnant women, 
people with heart or back problems, or those subject 
to tossing’ their Juncheon should not attempt this 
journey. Space rookies... T'1] do better next 
time, Luke, I promise. But my knees were still 
shaky fifteen minutes later. 

Cousin, cousin's husband, and kidlets did not 
understand why I was so glazed of eye and slack of 
jaw. But I'm positive that you do. 

With all the times I've been there in my imagi 
nation and through the process of writing stories, 
I've now been there for real. I know what it feels 
like to make the jump to hyperspace; I've seen the 
Death Star; I've visited the place.

We've also got the nursery mostly 
done, though not finished. I feel like a. beached 
whale most of the time now and am experiencing the 
swelling and pains that are common at this stage. 
My doctor has ordered me to get more rest and stay 
off my feet, or he will confine me to bed for the 
duration! I'm trying to be good, but it's hard 
when there are so many things you need to do in 
your everyday life! Anyway, I hope that things 
will continue to progress smoothly and, come next 
issue, I'l] be able to runa picture of our new 
little spacer and his/her proud mommy.

FLIGHT IN ‘STAR TOURS’

G tar Tours,” the new ride 
that opened Friday at Dis- 
neyland, is as close as you 

can come to flying the Millenium 

Faicon. And it’s the one place in 

Southern California where you 

won't hear the ads for it. 

A cross between a roller-coaster 
ride and a science-fiction movie, 
“Star Tours” features characters, 
vehicles and even scenes from 
George Lucas’ “Star Wars” trilogy: 
It’s the first time a Disneyland 
attraction has used imagery from a 
non- Disney film. 

The ride has been the subject of a 
media campaign designed to make 
Neil Armstrong’s moon walk seem 


like a neighborhood stroli. Proba- 
bly nothing could live up to those 
ecstatic ads, but if you can forget 
the hype and take the ride on its 
own terms—as the crowd did at 
Thursday night’s press preview—it 
can be a lot of fun: 

R2D2 and the fussy C3PO preside 
over a simulated space port. Broad- 
cast messages (in English and 
Ewok) spoof the standard airport 
announcements: “Attention pleage. 
All droids leaving the system must 
be cleared by customs control, 
proof of ownership is required of alt 
droid passengers.” An unctuous 
announcer hawks tour packages to

various planets, from the filme, 
including a ski tour of Hoth. Chew- 
bacca the Wookie turns up in a film 
explaining how to fasten the seat- 
belts. We see the future, and it 
has many of the day-to-day prob- 
lems of the present. 


‘arrive at a Starspeeder, a flight 


simulator fitted out to ah per le the 
passenger compartment of a small 
space ship. (It should have been 
modeled after the Millenium Fal- 
con-—-so many fans have dreamed 
of piloting that disreputable crate.) 
Great care went into every detail: 
The artificial heating ducts have 
simulated stains, to give the im- 
pression of long wear. 


The announced destination of the 
tour is the Moon of Endor, the 
planetoid inhabited by the fuzzy 
little Ewoks in “The Return of the 
Jedi.” Endor seems like the perfect. 
subject for an old-fashioned Dis-. 
neyland ride of motorized cars. 
moving past dioramas of cute little 
automaton Ewoks. But Lucas 
wanted to play against the tradi- 
tional, “safe” image of Disneyland 
rides, so navigator R2D2 and the 
addled pilot droid, RX-24, take 
their passengers on a very different 
journey. 


RX all but crashes the ship 
through a repair bay door in a 
daredevil maneuver worthy of Han 
Solo, then inadvertently steers the 
ship on a crazy voyage through the 
chunks of ice that make up a comet. 
The motorized passenger compart- 
ment moves in conjunction with 
the images appearing on a movie 
screen to produce a heightened 
illusion of motion. The viewer feels 
the ship turn as he sees it happen, 
and the bouncing, twisting trip 


. through the comet’s core is as 


exhilarating as a bobsled run 
through an Imax film. 


As soon as RX gets the Star- 
speeder out of the comet, he stum- 
bles into a pitched space battle 
between the Rebel Alliance and 
the forces of the evil Empire. The 
ship jolts and bucks, darting amid 
the familiar X-Wing and Imperial 
TIE fighters, Pilots fire laser guns 
and ships explode just off the 
Starspeeder’s bow. Science-fiction 
fans dream of this kind of experi- 
ence.

AVE ATQUE VALE, LUKE 


Six sweltering Manhattan summers ago, I 
went to an air-conditioned East Side movie 
theatre to see the sequel to Star Wars, but 
before George Lucas could cool me off with 
his mercifully contraseasonal opening on the 
ice planet of Hoth, he unwittingly managed 
to puzzle me by beginning with a post-title 
legend: ; 


EPISODE V: THE 
EMPIRE STRIKES BACK 


Episode V? | wondered. If it’s the first sequel, 
why isn't it Episode II? The question niggied at 
the back of my mind during the entire picture 
and for another three days until | mentioned 
it to my friend Pat LoBrutto, Doubleday’s 
peerless science-fiction editor, who explained 
that Lucas had decided to turn Star Wars into 
a nine-part epic. (In true revisionist spirit, the 
filmmaker soon altered the opening crawl of 
his earlier film to read: 


Episode IV 
A New Hope 


Back then in 1980, Lucas’ boundless 
energy may have convinced him that he had 
worlds enough and time in which to build 
them, but I didn’t think he'd carry out his 
grandoise scheme. The mere arithmetic was 
staggering: three years to make and release 
each picture, which meant that the final 
chapter would not be done until—ap- 
ee. aca I suspected that long 

efore then, a maturer Lucas would change 
his mind about devoting more than twenty 
years of his life and career to a project con- 
ceived in his youth. Well, in 1986, Lucas is 
still a big kid (Howard the Duck?}, but certain 
statements he made in 1983 when Return of 
the Jedi was released indicate he has indeed 
wearied of his long-ago-far-away galaxy. 
Since then, three years have elapsed and not 
only is there no new Star Wars film, but 
Marvel Comics Group recently stopped 
publishing its Star Wars title with issue #107, 


even though they left at least one important 
plot line unresolved. 

If all this means we really have seen the 
end of the saga, I’m not at all glad to be right. 
Mea culpa, I'm a Star Wars junkie; I've seen 
the films several times and own virtually all 
of the comic books—and yet I've got a low 
tolerance for comic-mentality science- 
fantasy, so why am I so hooked on Star Wars? 
Partly because the cast is personable and 
partly because the films are so well done, 
with superb special effects and meticulous at- 
tention to breathtaking movement in and 
through the frames. But mainly because I ad- 
mire Lucas’ sincere attempt to fashion myths 
a bit deeper than the usual mental bubble- 
gum, and without the pomp and pretension 
that often accompanies ‘‘message‘' science- 
fantasy like The Search for Spock or 2010. 
Granted, Luke and Ben's quasi-religious 
Force is at root as old-fashioned a concept as 
Arthur C. Clarke's monolithic protectorate or 
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Dimension, 


SKYWALKER 


John Boorman's worship of ‘‘natural'’ death 
in Zardoz, but Lucas is wise enough never to 
convert his likable pragmatist, Han Solo, 
who, somewhat in the manner of Congreve's 
Mirabell, does not stoop to profess his love 
for Leia—until he sees her holding a blaster 
that will blaze them both out of a tight spot. 

Some people dislike the morality-play 
aspects of the second and third films, but to 
me, the series improved as the plot grew 
darker. More than once, I've wondered 
whether Lucas planned it that way from the 
first, or whether he came up with his 
thematic twists after success showed him 
there was a market to be exploited. Recently, 
I watched all three films back to back to see 
whether I could decide, but I still can’t make 
up my mind. There's a scene in “A New 
Hope” when Luke's ersatz aunt and uncle 
discuss their ward's future. Uncle Owen says 
he’s afraid there's too much of Luke's father 
in the boy, a remark which takes on a sinister 
new significance after seeing "Empire", but 


in the original context, it simply means that 
Owen wants Luke to stay home (where 
there's no place like} and behave as a sensible 
young farmer should. Later, Ben Kenobi 
scoffs at Luke's unwillingness to leave his 
home planet to rescue the princess: '‘That's 
your uncle talking’, a reference so casually 
linked to what we already know about Owen 
that I question whether his earlier ‘‘too- 
much-like-his-father’ remark had any duple 
significance until Lucas put it there retroac- 
tively. Not that it matters whether the film- 
maker knew where he was going from the 
start or instead, enriched his material after 
the need arose for a sequel. When one watch- 
es the three movies in consecutive order, 
they blend into a single integrated story in 
three megachapters. ‘Empire’ expands and 
deepens ‘A New Hope” and the opening of 
“Jedi’’ flows seamlessly and inevitable out of 
the final moments of ‘Empire’. 

L once considered ‘Empire’ the weakest of 
the three films, but when it is seen in context, 
it emerges as a well-constructed bridge that 
subtly sets up the audience for '‘Jedi'’. There 

is a moment near the end of ‘’Empire’’ that 
gains greatly in retrospect. Earlier in the film, 
Darth Vader killed certain of his subordinates 
for failing to apprehend the rebels, but 
towards the close of the picture, Vader's 
latest appointee flinches in fearful expecta- 
tion as his master watches Luke escaping in 
the Milennium Falcon. The audience logical- 
ly expects Vader to commit yet another mur- 
der, but instead and somewhat puzzlingly, he 
merely walks away. This is actually a turn- 
ing-point; it paves the way for Vader's con- 
frontation in ‘Jedi’ with the Emperor, who 
instructs his tool to continue his search for 
“young Skywalker’. Vader stares at the Em- 
peror with a strangely equivocal and chilling 
look (no mean feat through that breath mask). 
This same subtle moment in ‘Empire’ also 


sets up tne scene tairty tar into ‘jedi when 
Luke claims he has sensed good still remain- 
ing in the Dark Lord. He is, of course, refer- 
ring to the ned of “Empire’’ when he and 
Vader communicated telepathically just 
before the Millenium Falcon finally jumped 
to light speed. 

After I watched the three films, I reread 
"Fall of the Republic’, the story treatment 
for the unfilmed episode #3 that showed up 
some time ago in convention huckster rooms. 
It explains some interesting prequel-ish mat- 
ters, such as the way Anakin Skywalker 
became Darth Vader and the last-minute 
rescue of the infants Luke and Leia and their 
concealment in safe homes—did you know 
that Uncle Owen was really Ben Kenobi's 
brother? It also raises several new questions: 
for instance, why is a younger Tarkin (Peter 
Cushing in the film) afraid of Vader when in 
Star Wars he is clearly able to control the 
Dark Lord? But the main thing that ‘‘Fall of 
the Republic’ reveals is an absence of sur- 
prise. There's not much point in going back 
and showing how things got the way they 
were at the outset of "A New Hope’’ because 
Lucas already provided us with all of the 
necessary exposition; everything else is just 
an interesting set of footnotes, like the appen- 
dices of "Lord of the Rings’’. Star Wars’ first 
three episodes, no matter how enlightening 
they might be, still lead up to very familiar 
events. In my book, that’s known as dramatic 
anticlimax. 

But what happens AFTER the Rebellion 
succeeds? Did the Emperor really burn to a 


crisp, or was it a sorcerer’s trick and will he, 
like Sauron, go to some secret place and. 
rebuild his evil powers? Let's see, if Lucas 
begins right now, Episodes VII through IX 
would only tie him up till 1995...

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George Lucas finds no stars in the

“I have a movie I want to do 
and I’ve tried it on all the 
studios,” said Lucas. “I was turned 
down. by all of them. It’s expen- 

‘sive, and they got scared as soon 
as they heard the $30 million cost. 
They weren’t interested. 


“I worry about these gray 
flannel types who are running the 
_studios nowadays. The only thing 
they care about is money. I ask 
them, ‘What are you going to do 
with -all that money?’ Myself, I 
put all of my money into my 
company and my ranch up north. 


What good is money is you don’t 


build something with it?” 


So the creator of “Star Wars” 
turned to other sources ana says 
he’s nearing a deal for financing. 


Lucas also expressed concern 
about today’s film economics: 
“You make .a movie for $30 
million, and then they put their 
overhead on it, then prints and 
advertising, and vou find that 
you've got a $60 million cost to get 
back. It’s madness.” 

With his slight build, trim, 
prematurely gray beard and shy 
manner, George Lucas hardly 
seems the mogul type. Nor is he’ 
willing to play that role, despite! 
more than $1 billion worth of'

tickets sold for his “Star Wars” 
and “Indiana Jones” films. 

He’s been offered posts as 
production head at vamous stu- 
dios. inciuding the Walt Disney 
Co.. his partner in the “Captain 
EO” and “Star Tours” attractions 


at Disneyland. 

“I helped advise the new own- 
ers in their purchase,” said Lucas, 
referring to the Bass family of 
Texas, who acquired 25 percent of 
Walt Disney Productions two 
years ago. “I also helped them 
select their new management 
team. They wanted me to be head 
of production, but I declined. I'd 
rather make films instead of being 
an administrator.” 
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Lucas, 42, has followed an 
independent course almost from 
the beginning of his film career. 
After his first experimental film, 
“THX 1138,” he converted memo- 
ries of his boyhood in Modesto, 
Calif., into “American Graffiti.” 
Then he dreamed up “Star Wars,” 
which was rejected by Universal 
because of its $8.5 million budget 
(it cost a million more). 20th 
Century-Fox agreed to finance the 
film, and history was made. 


“One of the reasons I made 
‘Star Wars’ was because nobody at 
that time was making films for 
young people,” he remarked, as he 
had coffee and a roll on a bench in 
Tomorrowland. “The movies of 
the 1970s were either cynical and 
adult, or they were too childish. 


- . “T wanted to make a film that 
was both intelligent and fantastic. 
I’ve always believed that kids are 
much smarter than older people 
think, Fortunately, ‘Star Wars 
was able to appeal to adults as 
well as children.” ~~ : 

"The Lucas touch. failed last 
summer with “Howard the Duck.” 
He made no attempt to dodge the 
uncomfortable subject. 


“A duck from outer space 
worked as a comic book, it didn’t 
work as a movie,” he said. “If I 
had it to do over, I’d do it again. 
Look — making movies is like a 
sporting event: Playing the game 
is the best part. You put all your 
effort into it, and sometimes you'll 
be successful, sometimes the pub- 
lic won’t connect.” 


Leave it to Linda Ronstadt, though, to 
come up with one of the year’s most inter- 
esting romances, taking up with producer- 
director George Lucas after he split from his 
wife, film editor Marcia Lucas. After 
California governor Jerry Brown, writer Pete 
Hamill and songwriter J.D. Souther, Ron- 
stadt found in Lucas another reclusive 
personality to match her own. And with 
multimillions coming in from nearly a 
score of hot-selling records, Linda need 
not fear that George would think she just 
loved him for his Star Wars millions (not to 
mention a few more of his nickels from 
Raiders of the Lost Ark and Indiana Jones 
and the Temple of Doom). 

Speaking of those megahits, they all 
have something in common besides Lucas: 
Harrison Ford. And if Linda had been look- 
ing for a hermit, he would not have been a 
bad choice. Ford has been so successful in 
avoiding publicity—especially about his 
private life—that in a recent national poll, 
only one out of five people knew who he 
was. He was left out of this layout, in fact, 
because there just weren’t suitable photos 
available. 

Ford’s zealous passion for privacy, 
unfortunately, is fraught with danger, 


However, he said, “Howard the 
Duck” has been a hit in Europe 
and Japan and will eventually 
eam back the $32 million produc- 
tion cost. ; 

Will the “Star Wars” saga 
continue? 

“Perhaps someday,” said the

I've been going through a bit Of that myself over 
the past several months. Even missed having a_ let- 
ter in the last issue (SE#13). That's the first 
time that's happened since the very first issue, I 


think. We burnout victims have to stick together.

I don't really think that fandom is split any- 


more into smaller fandoms than it ever was before. 
Even back in the ST days, there were several fandoms 
in existence.

A good SF story should take 
science concepts as a matter of fact, something the 
characters take for granted. An explanation of a 
scientific concept should be left for the appendix 
or notes pages. ((Ed: That's exactly what I love 
about vintage Heinlein. His stories were written 
as if the reader knew intimately the world in which 
the story was set. He didn't have to tell you that 
the inside of a spacesuit smelted like dirty socks 


---you byghod knew it to begin with!)) 
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Something I remember from an SF club discussion 
might be of interest to you. A lot of straight SF 
fans in the club say they don't mentally visualize 
a written story. For them, the story is in abstract 
only. The media fans say they visualize a written 
story. It's an intriguing difference, I think.

I've a few thoughts (hopefully intelligent ones) to 
share. I'm following the order and numbering Jenni 
gave in SE#14. 

1. The seeming demise of SW _ fandom. This 
seems to be a matter which a lot are talking about 
recently. Is SW fandom dying? The first time I 
ever heard that question was a while back in STAR- 
LOG, and I think that it put the question into many 
people's heads. Some perhaps are answering yes to 
the question, while others may even say it is al- 
ready dead. I disagree emphatically! Nothing that 
has affected people as much as the Saga has will 
ever die. SW has a strong following that won't let 
it--ever! 

What we are seeing right now is a lull. Enthu- 
siasm for things flow in cycles. A high point of 
intensity cannot be maintained, but rather will 
Slowly diminish until something sparks it again and 
it will swing back up. You can see it in many 
things. The careers of musicians are classic cases. 


Elvis was on the top of the heap for years then 
began to make those crappy movies. Meanwhile, the 
Beatles invaded and captured the spotlight. In the 
Tate Sixties, Elvis staged a comeback while the 
Beatles drifted from our attention. Things cooled 
off a bit for both until the deaths of Elvis and 


John Lennon. Again, interest in them went through 
the roof (a sad postscript, but a fact). And there 
were lesser peaks and valleys in those two cases. 

That's what SW is suffering now, I feel. Just a 
low point before another upswing. It's only natu- 
ral. The last film was four years ago, during which 
time we've seen a lot of other great pieces of SF/F 
which we have enjoyed. Personally, I cannot remem- 
ber ever being so high of STrek (due to III and IV) 
and have discovered Katherine Kurtz' Deryni novels. 
Both take some of my attention away from the SW 
universe. Not that SW has diminished, but now it 
must share my time with other subjects.

ERS OF THE LOST ARK, THE COLOR PURPLE, and INDIANA

Barbar Bra n: If you think WOOKIEE COMMODE 
#3 offended you, wait until you see WC#4! The nude 
centerfold, the special "/" section, the "Trash 
Everybody” portfolio--oh, I'm just kidding! But it 
will be good--good and offensive! 

Sandi Jones: I agree with your comments on 
Luke, Leia and the Force. It doesn't seem Tike the 
Force is with Luke much, until Ben tells him = about 
it and it begins to manifest itself in him. It 
could have been the same way with Leia; until one 
is consciously aware that they "have" the Force, 
perhaps it stays latent. I think that scene where 
Luke informs Leia who she is, is one of the more 
poorly botched scenes in ROTJ. Some of it may be 
been editing, but the whole scene was awkward and 
stilted. It's one of my favorite scenes in the 
film--because that's all we get! But it could have 
been so much better. As for what kind of "mental 
gear shifting" Han was doing in that scene where 
Leia informs him Luke is her brother, I think that 
scene was a little awkward, too. It may be that it 
just takes him that tong to stop thinking of Luke 
as a rival, and to make the necessary mental adjust 
ment to think of him as Leia's kin. From his slow 
uptake, maybe he was hoping Leia would choose Luke 
instead! Just kidding! 

Jeanine Hennig: Hi, you little Sleazette! 1f 
Jove your "sacrificial" topics! All of them very 
relevant to the current state of SW fandom and Sw 
Zines; and all of them would make good panel ideas 
for MediaWest [hint, hint!]. Is SW fandom dead? 
STARLOG magazine tells us it is. But I think that 
SW fandom, just like G/god, doesn't feel it's dead. 
Maybe, like Mark Twain, rumors of its death have 
been greatly exaggerated! One thing to keep in 
mind: WE are SW fandom ["fandom R us"???]; it lives 
and dies as we choose, so it's not dead unt1] the 
fat lady sings--er, until we say it's dead.

Many of them just drifted out, but 
some have gone out with a bang--sometimes due to 
pressures in "real life" or problems with the fan- 
dom. For whatever reason, they're going or they're 
gone, and with them goes a lot of the "machinery” 
and the experience that built SW fandom up and kept 
it running so hot for the last 10 years [Zounds! 
Has it really been that long??]. We still have a 
lot of “newer” fans who have come into SW fandom in 


the last few years, and are relatively new to zines, 
cons, etc. Overall, I think the number of SW fans 
has steadily decreased since Lucasfilm has denied 
that there will be any more films. sut there is 
still a lot of interest out there; and I think there 
always will be, even if there never is another film 
or book or comic. Heck, Took at all the GONE WITH 
THE WIND freaks there are--they even have cons and 
newsletters and hucksters--and all they had was gone 
movie and one book, fifty years ago! 

So, I don't think SW fandom is dead, and I don't 
even think it will die; but it will have to get a 
Tot leaner and more committed if we are to continue 
to see SW zines, SW programming at cons, etc. I've 
mentioned before what I cal? the "Yuppization" of 
SW fandom. Lots of us have left active fandom, zine 
publishing, etc. to pursue the rest of our lives; 
we're getting promoted, moving, getting married, 
having babies, and--surprise!--generally unwilling 
or unable to continue to devote all this time and 
money to an endeavor whose only reward is emotional, 
not financial. Now I'm not one of these peopte, I 
hasten to add! I'm sitting in a career deadend, 
not about to move off the old homestead, receiving 
no proposals of marriage, and _ therefore unwilling 
to get pregnant! ((Ed: I find it hard to believe 
that men aren't flocking to throw themselves at 
Mary's feet--she's so gorgeous and talented it's 
enough to make a person sick!)) I'm still pour ing 
all this time and money into the emotional goldmine! 
But--there just are fewer and fewer of us out there 
now. (This might be called the "Peter Pan Contin-_ 
gent" of SW fandom!) 


On that happy note, I bid you all a temporary 
(I hope) adieu, and hope to see al of you again 


when Cheree can resume SOUTHERN ENCLAVE!

does very well, but the world is too big to shoehorn 


into a half hour, and somebody has to make a choice 
what does and does not get on the air. In this en- 
vironment, something has to give and somebody is 


going to gripe about the decision. The subjects and 
issues you seem to thrive on bore and depress me. 
If al? the countries in the Middle East were TV 
characters, they would make quite a soap opera or a 
Harold Robbins potboiler--people all over the world 
killing each other in the name of God and Country; 
South Africa is America's "Kobyaashi Maru". I do 
keep up with things because they are a part of the 
world I live in.

Greetings, Fellow Fen! Before I begin my usual 
lengthy ravings, I want to wish you all the best of 
the Festive Season (belated) and the happiest of 
holidays! 

A big welcome to our new LoCers, Gail Small, 
Margie Abadie and Ming Wathne! 

Gail__ Small: I rambled on last ish about Ben's 
CPOV, and whilst I won't go thru it al? again (I'm 
racing the clock, as usual), I'11 attempt to comment 
upon some of the issues you raised re this. I beg 
to differ with you on the following from my CPOV, 
so please bear with me. 


You said: "Those two old darlings knew exactly 
What they were doing" (i.e., Ben and Yoda). Of 
course they did.

After al?, how 
could Luke successfully “confront" Vader if he 
wasn't aware of ali the relevant facts? This would 
only be another "burden", in Yoda's words, and for 
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him to go in unprepared would've been disastrous. 

B & Y wanted Vader and Putrid Pal stopped be- 
cause they felt what they (V & PP) were doing was 
wrong and Y & B had a moral obligation to the galaxy 
to stop them--not ‘cos Vader was Luke's father, the 
"Jedi-gone-wrong".

Or maybe Vader just had to reach out and 
grab onto someone else for support (one of the rare 
moments he did reach out to another). This is com 
patible with my idea of him possiby being Alderaani 
--makes his action of grabbing Leia understandable. 

Darth: How's the Netherworld for Dead Villains 
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treating you? Don't let Ben and Yoda give -you a 
hard time, will ya? If they kick ya in the ecto- 
plasm, just given ‘em the metaphysical finger and 
tell ‘em to fade away! Oh, and feel free to mater- 
jalize in my humble residence anytime you like! 

Sandi: Speaking as a dedicated fan of His 
Lordship: 

1. I tend to feel Darth wanted Luke to tell 
his sister more out of concern for the children 
he'd never really known (as people). Doubt it was 
conceit--not after selflessly sacrificing his life 
to save Luke. If he knew that Leia was the sister, 
he'd feel acutely guilty over her interrogation (in 
ANH)--of course, the whole business of him being 
father/enemy would be difficult for them both to 
grasp. Maybe he wanted to reassure the daughter he 
didn't know that he wasn't totally bad, that Luke's 
courage in confronting him wasn't wasted. But I'm 
slightly biased in Darth's favor, as you know. 

2. Good idea of Vader's “true secret plans". 
As to the “feelings are clear”, on the surface it 
seems as though the Emperor hasn't sensed Luke among 


the rebel strike team that he knew was landing on 
Endor. This puzzles him--why is Vader aware of 
Luke, if he can't sense him? I think, given cir- 


cumstances and parentage, Luke and Vader were more 


closely linked through the Force than Luke and Pal- 
patine. Which brings me to the ulterior message. 
Perhaps Putrid Pal was worried about the Forcelink/ 


Mindlink between Vader and Luke. He feared Luke's 
power enough to want Luke to "be turned...or be 
destroyed". Maybe he feared the bond was a sign of 
Vader and Luke possibly joining forces against him. 
Then I'd think there was an undercurrent of threat 
implied in Palpatine's words. "Are you sure your 
feelings...are clear?" might have been Palp's way 
of saying, "Just whose side ARE you on?" This would

tic throne, he wouldn't want to invite possible 
mutiny. He'd want to win over Luke (his biggest 
potential threat, in his eyes--maybe too because 


Luke wasn't dependant on life supports as was Vader 
and thus more difficult to control) or ki11 him. 
Remember, Palp was insanely confident re his hold 
over Vader--insane enough to tet? Luke to kill him, 
then turn his back on the Sithlord, as if expecting 
him to be loyal as ever. He'd forgotten Vader's in- 
domitable will, the same will that compelled him to 
drag himself out of a lava pit more than 20 years 
before, the will that enabled Vader to save his 
son's life, when only moments before, the Dark Lord 
looked as if he hadn't the strength to save his OWN 
life, let alone anyone else's.

I just had to get my act together and write a 
LoC to SOUTHERN ENCLAVE before its hiatus.

On the subject of "Uncle Owen", I have a few 
words. First, while it would be interesting to 
know what the real relationship was between Owen 
Lars and Luke, I don't think it's critical te the 
story. (As for me, I just accepted the novel's 
version of Owen being Obi-Wan's brother. Tho' I 


must admit a weakness for the "Beru as Luke's moth- 
er's sister" version in some fannish lit.) I don't 
tend to be as hard on Owen as many other people 
seem to be. I see Owen as a hard working moisture 
farmer who's doing fairly well at his task. (I 
don't support the dirt-poor farmer theory. If 
that's true, how could they afford to buy Luke his 
own pleasure craft, the T-16, to shoot womp rats?) 
But it is hard work and he needs help. I think he 
harbors the secret hope that Luke will give up his 
dreams and take on Owen's own dream of building a 
prosperous farm. I base my feeling on this: Owen 
reminds me of my grandfather. He was a gruff man, 
mainly interested in his. farm. My grandfather 
didn't mind going away on a trip periodically, but 
only for the day. He preferred to return home be- 
fore dark. As long as I knew him he never spent a 
night away from home. I loved my grandfather even 
though we weren't much alike and I feel Luke felt 
the same way about Owen. Remember Aunt Beru and 
Uncle Owen were the only family Luke knew. It's 
also possible Owen kept putting Luke off about going 
to the Academy because he was afraid of what might 
happen to Luke if/when his true identity was dis- 
covered. I can sympathize with Luke, too, in that, 
as a child, I always wanted to travel and see far- 
away places. Neither my grandmother or grandfather 
could understand that, but that was ok ‘cause I 
don't have any desire to be a farmer. So, I don't 
feel Owen was guilty of anything. As far as we 
know, he and Beru had no other children so it's 
very possible he was looking to Luke to be his heir 
and take on the family business. 

Margie Abadie: Hi! I must agree with your 
analysis of why DUNE failed. The lack of humor and 
mainly the inability of the movie to make us feel 
and care about the characters. I liked the casting 
of the movie, though, and I believe they could have 
done it, given a better script and more time spent 
on what the characters were all about. Those of us 
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who had read the books had a definite advantage. 
Another thing I didn’t like was the amount of screen 
time given to parts of the movie that I found bor- 


ing. The scene showing us how the Guild member 
“bent space" was over-long. I also thought the 
final battle scenes were much too Jong. My hus- 


band's comment on this was that after spending that 
much money on SFX, he guessed they felt they had to 
use most of the footage in the movie. {The same 
problem the first STAR TREK movie had, as well.) To 
really do DUNE right, you'd need to use the mini 
series format or a series of movies like SW.

Oh my oh my, it's February already. I can never 
meet deadlines when the holidays are over. January 
lowers itself upon us then and my body shouts that 
I ought to, begs that I must, grovels that won't I, 
pretty please--this year, at Jast--hibernate ‘til 
March? Well, since this letter will appear sometime 
in the vicinity of blessed spring, I'll try to keep 
that season in mind as I struggle to squeak into the 
spring SE. 

Before I get any deeper into this LoC, though, 
I'd like to thank everyone who has inquired about 
the SW Fanzine Lending Library. The best laid plans 
never shake down until in operation and your pat- 
jience--as I rewrite the order form yet one more 
time--is appreciated! We're beginning to query 
universities and colleges about placing the zine 
collection; if anyone out there knows of a worthy 
scholastic institution with a SF/popular culture/ 
women's studies library, let Bev Clark at 10501 8th 
Ave. N.E., Unit 119, Seattle, WA 98125 know. And a 
further thanks to those of you who have already 
made suggestions--we're working on them! 

Lin Ward: I had to laugh when I read about your 
friend who has trouble picturing blonds as strong 
enough to be Darth Vader. Way back, when Dy Kirk- 
land and I were hashing out the beginning of the 
ThousandWorlds universe, I wanted to make Darth 
biond, a big, beautiful blond. I thought such a 
description would be interesting among the dark 
haired villains I anticipated would appear as Lord 
Vader. Dy, and her friend Marti, who were much more 
into heroic literature than I, argued vehemently 
that Darth had to be dark; convention demanded it. 
IT gave in since Dy was inventing much of the Sith 
background and history for TW. With the way things 
developed in the mainstream SW universe, I dearly 
wish I had stuck to my original idea! 

Matthew Whitney: I find the term "fen" handy 
when LoCing; there's one Jess character to type. 
Aurally, I prefer it because the usual flat and 
harsh pronunciation of the "a" in "fan" really gets 
exaggerated in “fans”. However, I don’t like the 
way such language is used to exclude people, as 15 
often the case among younger SF fans. I got into 
trouble with "fans" the first day of the '79 Seacon 
in Brighton, when a haughty young man informed me 
that I couldn't really be a fan because I hadn't 
used the word "fen" when talking about multiples. 

Your interpretation that non-corporal Jedi can 
not physically interact in their previous world 
makes sense. I suspect Kenobi had to remind Luke 
that he couldn't help the boy on Bespin because 
it's so easy to imagine. that such a mentor actually 
does interfere (such as when Luke blew up the Death 
Star I. All Ben did was encourage Luke to believe 
Luke could do it himself, but Luke could easily 
start to believe Ben did it. Sort of Jike people 
who say “God did this for me" when what happened 
was that their faith in their god enabled them to 
accomplish what they needed to get done.). 

Along with Lin, you discussed Jedi children. I 
suspect the question must be based on which side of 
the nature vs. nurture argument a person resides. 
If Forceful talent, however much it may "run in 
families", is basically random in sentient popula- 
tions, then the question of what happened to the 
Jedi children when the Empire came (as Lin asks) is 


not so great since, unless very young children are 
gathered together to study, there aren't any hard- 
core groups of “Jedi children" (save for direct 
families, which could be purged). I imagine older 
children, as in teenagers, would be miraculously 
transformed into adults in many eyes as soon as 
trouble hit, as often happens locally when such age 
groups get involved in crime, warfare, breeding, 
and other amusing adult activities. And, of course, 
in many societies right here on Earth, many young 
humans over the age of puberty or soon thereafter 
are considered adults. 

As for how the young Jedi, whatever age, are 
chosen and trained, I admit my prejudice is that the 
subject of coersion simply would never come up. It 
is very difficult to coerce someone into entlighten- 
ment or telekenesis. You can put a veil on a girl 
and make her live in a convent, but that doesn't 
make her a nun, not really; nor can you use outside 
"force" to make a child a firestarter. Yes, you 
could surround a child with the Jedi philosophical 
structure and system, and assume s/he will accept 
it; most parents and relatives do just so, according 
to their own philosophical/religious lights, and 
find nothing wrong in such exposure. But a talent 
that blooms in the willingness to be quiet, to be 
passive, does not lend itself to the sort of unheal- 
thy teaching methods we are all familiar with. Luke 
couldn't “force” his skills on Dagobah; and on Bes- 
pin he was most successful when he reacted, rather 
than acted. In Jabba's palace, he tried out a num- 
ber of different approaches, mainly letting Jabba 
waltz into a self-made trap; the rights and wrongs 
of Luke's first attempt at situation manipulation 
can be, and has been, argued a long time. On Endor, 
he seems to have learned more about aware passivity, 
and it 7s only when the Emperor goads him into ac- 
tion on the 0S2 that he loses it for a while. 

And, since the Jedi, it appears, are free agents 
(at least they're not cloistered away), I doubt the 
children could be protected very long from the con- 
sequences of free will. For all the maneuvering 
Kenobi and Yoda work at, Luke is always free to say 
no, which he does on Dagobah. Right from the begin- 
ning, he could. have refused when Kenobi asked him 
to leave Tatooine. 

So, I don't worry about the youngers' education 
too much, and I do believe many of those already 
identified as "Forceful" were purged; those that 
weren't, but were left alone after the Empire's 
persecution of the Jedi, those born into potential 
but never trained, are probably waiting out there, 
wondering if what they remember could still live. 
Luke may well find his new Jedi among them, or if 
they are too tied to mundane existence by now, among 
their children and friends. 

Jenni: Your questions about fanlit address 
perenniel worries about the subject. Is fanlit 
merely indulgence within another person's universe, 
a filling of the gaps necessarily left in the ori- 
ginal narration, a stroking of emotions stirred by 
the original and still a bit hungry? If so, then I 
would suggest that fanlit does indeed have a natural 
lifespan with recognizable recipes for stories. If, 
as in the case of SW, a major plot development is a 
rescue, then rescue stories will predominate as the 
fans seek to recapture the excitement of the flight. 
If romance figures in the plot, those involved will 
be put through all the variations of a romance that 
the fans can imagine. Vignettes will fill in the 
places the original author did not elaborate; "what 
ifs" will pop up, and a variety of alternate story 
lines will appear for those who feel their "favo- 
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rite" needs more/different/specific exposure. There 
is nothing wrong with this pattern of fanlit, but 
as you pointed out, it has limits, it runs out of 
gas, it gets repetitive. Just when this happens 
seems to be personal for the most part; Fan A is 
still going strong on SW when Fan B has read her 


last one-too-many Han/Luke/Leia Gets Rescued/Laid/ 
Seduced to the Darkside story. Eventually, yes, 
more fans than not will be Fan Bs, and then the 


fandom for that universe goes into remission. 

The alternate universes--stories that take the. 
original and build on it, developing plot implica- 
tions and carrying them on to logical ends--often 
wander far afield from the emotional draw that the 


original had; to be a STAR TREK fan was not neces- 
sarily to be a "“Kraith" or a “The Weight" fan. 
These stories are written not only as fannish ex- 


hultations of the original universe, but also be- 
cause something in that original fired a creative 
spark in the alternate's author; something made 
that author try a hand at some secondary creation. 
These efforts of fanlit have their own breath or 
life, their own span of time to exist and entertain: 
and they can pop up anytime in the original fandom's 
lifetime, although they may not get the exposure 


they would have had they appeared in the beginning 
of a fandom's enthusiasm. 
I'11 go out on a limb and suggest that being a 


fan of the universe presented in an original crea- 
tion makes an author more inclined to write alter- 
nates, while a fan of the original character(s) will 


follow the development of fanlit described first. 
One life (or two persons' lives, as in a romance) 
can only encompass so much activity, can only ex-

$0 many emotional crises before that person 


and risks becoming something other than what was 
originally admired. 
If "And they escaped into the night sky, weary 


but alive" or "And they married and lived happily 
ever after" is the purpose of the story, there's 
nothing to write afterwards. Now, each of us has 
some kind of story that she loves to read over and 
over; nothing wrong with that. But greater fandom 
does move on after a while. On the other hand, if 
"And s/he was always searching for greater knowl- 
edge/another way to help/the beauty of each living 
day" for an example, is the goal of an author's 
exploration, the story will never end. 

Carole Regine: When I first saw JEDI, thé scene 
between Luke and Kenobi left me with the feeling 
that Leia was the one hidden because of extremely 
personal reasons. This is a subjective reading, 
and I offer it for simple mill grist, but I heard 
Guinness read the lines about Luke's sister with an 
emotional need beyond mere storytelling and inter- 
preted it to mean that Kenobi's interest in the 
whole situation could be familial and on the female 
side; that Kenobi hid the girlchild with the Organas 
(aside from the appearance problem with Luke being 
the blond, like Anakin) because while it was too 
late not to avoid having one female of his heart 
hurt, he was damn well going to see the new one not 
have to get so involved. Rather than chauvanism, I 


hear personal identification at work, sort of a "my 
husband, but not my son”, "my sister, but not my 
neice" kind of thing. If he were indeed attached 


in some way to the woman who birthed Luke and Leia, 
all other factors being equal, he would naturally 
more strongly identify with the girlchild rather 
than the boychild. 

Mary Keever: I definitely agree that there is 
a parallel between the elder Skywalker and Kenobi.

Both men are tragic figures, one whose ambition 
nearly destroys even the last person that could love 
him, and the other whose pride nearly destroyed 
everything anyone he loved cherished; and both, one 
willfully and the other by omission, doing violence 
to what they (once, in Anakin/Vader) held most dear. 
ra_N hi: Good letter! You're right, I 
do tend to romanticize the Republic. It's difficult 
to look at SW logically; for me, the allegorical/ 
psychological/fantasy/nonpolitical levels of the 
series interfere. I wonder--perhaps the term "Old 
Republic” means just that, an older Republic than 
even Kenobi or the elder Organas knew. Your scen- 
ario of the long decline fits SW exceptionally well, 
and dovetails nicely with Kenobi's comment about 
the Jedi in the “old Republic, before the dark 
times, before the Empire." I confess that I had 
always heard the comment to mean dark times = Emp- 
ire, but it makes more sense that Kenobi's bitter- 
ness applies not to something that burst unexpected 
on the Republic, but something subsequent to (and 
perhaps made possible because of) the "dark times". 
An argument could be made that Kenobi had thought 
to revive interest in older philosophies through 
Anakins' strengths, only to be taken by surprise by 
the Emperor's appearance. 
As for the presentation of the “bad guys" in 
SW, something occurred to me while watching TIME 
BANDITS. No matter all the nonfilm descriptions of 
Darth Vader and the Empire, in the films only Kenobi 
uses the word "evil", and he does it in reference 
to deeds, not to people: Vader has become a "master 
of evil". For all the presentation of the storm- 
troopers as efficient soldiers, they are just that 
--soldiers, not pseudo-SS sadists: and the officers 
we see through the series are remarkably personable 
for all that their appearances are fleeting. The 
audience is definitely expected to come to negative 
conclusions through the Empire's actions, but I 
would like to suggest that al? the support we have 
seen in fandom (and in the current government) for 
imperial weapons and behavior is a measure of how 
little harsh judgment is overtly presented in the 
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Saga itself. 


The “evilness" of the enemy, the "this is what 
you must believe about these peopie” attitude, is 
rather, pounded into the audience's brain in many 
of the “high adventure/SF" movies subsequent to 
SW. I think TIME BANDITS brought all this to mind 


because that movie is all that more obvious in its 
point of view because it has the Christian God and 
the Christian Devil for main characters. 

(There is, of course, the fairy tale/archtype 
argument, a la Bruno Bettleheim, that the enemy in 
such stories must be irredeemably bad [as represen- 
tation of bad habits/darkside inclinations in a 
child], and must be totally defeated by the hero 
[the child struggling to control? her bad habits/her 
own darkside]. And with such interpretation. in 
mind, I cam see SW in the late 60's. I don't mean 
to be cynical about that time, but in many ways 
that era was just as parochial about its enemies as 
the previous ones; what was different was that the 
enemies many Americans accepted as such changed. At 
last, yes, there were people who could comprehend 
that citizens of other political belief systems 
were “people just like you and me", but often those 
same enlightened people saw nothing redeemable, 
human, or worth worrying about someone declared a 
bigot, or someone who was Very Different in their 
political views. I am grateful for having been in 
college then; I do believe we all progressed in 
those days, but (IMO) there's too much idealization 
of the time.) 

I do definitely think the title STAR WARS would 
have laid an egg! I saw advance PR for the movie 
and was one of those women (a Ja the Fox PR survey) 
turned off by the title.
